VICTIMS WERE KILLED 


Drownina Not Causs of Death in 
Majority of Cases. 








Results of Investigation by Embalm- 
ers apd Undertakers at Quebec 
Show That Nine-Tenths Were 
Killed by. Injuries Received Dur- 
ing Collision — Efforts Will Be 
Made to Raise Liner, 


QUEBEC, June ’.—More than 
nine-tenths of the victims of.the Em- 

press of Ireland disaster whose bodies 
have been recovered, were not drown- 
ed; they were killed, in most cases 
| instantly, by injuries received either 
w en the collision occurred or subse- 
| quently by falling wreckage and de- 
bris. This statement, made last night 
by the officials at the mortuary pler, 
following investigation by the em- 
,;balmers and undertakers, accounts 
| for the large number of dead bodies 
| which survivors have repeatedly 
maintained were floating in the water 
all about them. ‘'There is no doubt 
that nearly all were killed by injur- 
‘ies received before they were cast in- 
to the water at all,” said Undertaker 
Craig of Toronto, in confirming the 
announcements. 

While no official statement has yet 
| issued from the Canadian Pacific Co., 
| marine men here say that there is 
no doubt that efforts will be 
to raise the foundered Empress. She 
is lying at the bottom on her side, 
in 180 feet of water at full tide. Her 
injuries aré very extensive, according 
to the statements of those of her 
crew who manned the boat immedi- 
ately lowered after the collision to 
ascertain the damage done.

The Cullinan In the Rough Weighed 
One and One-third Pounds. 
Until 1905 the Jargest diamond 
known was the Excelsior, found ip 
1893 at Jugersfoutein by a native 
while louding a truck. It weighed 
W765 carats and was cut ultimately into 
ten stones weighing from thirteen to 
sixty-eight curats. All previous dis- 
coveries were surpussed in 1005 by 
the finding of a stone weighing 3.025% 
curats or one und a third pounds, to 

the Premier mine {np the Traunsvaat. 

The Trausvaal government bought 
this stone und presented it to King 
Edward, It baving become known ag 
the Cullinan diamond. In 1908 it was 
gent to Almsterdum and there cut into 
nine large stoves and a pumber of smal] 
ones. The largest one weighed 516% 
carats and is the largest brilliant in 
existence. AJl ure of the finest quality 
and flawless. 

The Kohinoor in its earliest known 
state weighed 186%, carats, but wags 
Jater cut to 106. 

Other famous diamonds, some from 
Brazii, some from India or Borneo, 
others from Wimberley, are the Star 
of the South, weighing 25414 carats; 
the Regeut or Pitt diamond, weighing 
1386 carats after several cuttings: the 
Darval-nur, weighing 186 carats, in the 
possession of the Shah of Persia; the 
Tiffouy, weigbing 12514 carats: the Vie- 
toria, Weigutling ISO curats and cut 
froin a stone Welghing 457 caruts.—Ex- 
change.

In this era of the high cost of liv- 
ing it is interesting to turn backward 
the pages of history and see what 
some of the world-peoples of the past 
placed on their tables. 

We know that bread was the ear- 
Mest cooked food. Sometimes it was 
made of flour produced by crushing 
acorns, but more often it was mere- 
ly the crude mixture of Egypt called 
‘‘kuscoussoo,’”’ amt consisted of flour 
and water cooked together in a bas- 
ket over boiling water. 

The faot that though the children 
of Israel had been mere slaves (in 
Pharaoh’s land they were always 
pining for the fleshpots of Egypt 
speaks pretty well for the Egyptian 
food. The cabbage was one of the 
favorite foods and was so highly 
esteemed that it became an object of 
worship. 

The cookery of ancient Greece was 
very simple, although at one time the 
Athenians knew 72 ways of making 
bread, The Athenians were criticised 
by their Roman neighbors for their 
frugal fare, and to “live like an 
Athenian’ was a term of reproach, 
a contemptuous way of telling-a per- 
son he was stingy. In Sparta ab- 
stemiousness was carried still fur- 
ther, and a traveler who had tasted 
the “black broth of Sparta” said he 
could understand why the Spartans 
were so fearless of death, since any 
one in his senses would rather die 
than continue to live on such exe- 
crable food.

To give fowls a 
more excellent flavor Pollio had them 
fattened on the flesh of his slaves. 

Lucullus once gave a dinner under 
a wonderful circular tent construct- 
ed for the occasion. A lake of wine 
occupied the centre and six maidens, 
dressed as nymphs; floated on the 
lake in gilded boats, serving the wine 
from golden ladles. Eighteen hun- 
dred kinds of meat, fish, and vege- 
tables were served at this. banquet, 
which lasted 40 hours. A small din- 
ner which this famous” epicure 
served for Caeser, Pompey, and him- 
self cost $5,000; but even this ex- 
travagance was surpassed by Vitel- 
lius, whose daily marketing averaged 
$15,000.

JACK JOWETT’S BRAVE RACE.

Most of the Revolutionary: heroes 
bave ybeen immortalized in song or 
stosy, but there is one whose fame has 
never spread, as it should. beyond the 

region of his birth. His name was 
Jack Jowett. In the little city of 
Charlottesville, Va., there is a tablet 
on the building that stands on the site 
of his old tavern. But that simple 
bronze is the only memorial of his 
name and deeds, 

In Revolutionary days young Jack 
Jowett kept the Swan tavern in Char- 
lottesville. He was a patriot at a time 
when patriotism wus dangerous, for 
Cornwallis was in possession of tide 
water Virginia, and Tarleton and his 
Cavalry were sweeping buck and forth 
over the inland counties. 

In June, 1781, the Virginia assembly 
abandoned Richmond, which Cornwal- 
lis threatened, and came to sit in Char- 
lottesville, Among its members were 
such men as Patriek“Henry, Richard 
Henry Lee and Benjamin Harrison, 
and the governor’ was no other than 
Thomas Jeffergon. One bright morn- 
ing when the Btute assembly was in | 
session Jack mounted his thoroughbred | 
mare and rode vut to look over his 
farm outside the town.

Th. first operation is generally ef- 
fected by boiling the :esidues with 
sodium carbonate solution, when the 
radium and barium form insoluble 
carbonates. These are dissolved ip 
hydrochloric acid, certain chlorides 
of other metal: clso remaining in 
the solution. 

The radium-barium is next precipi- 
tated as sulphate, which is once more 
converted into carbonate, and this 
again into chloride, Finally the ma- 
terial is submitted to a long series of 
fractional crvystallizations, by which 
radium chloride is gradually separ- 
ated out in a more or less pure state. 

One of the most important ad- 
vances in the.technique of radium 
extraction that has so far been made 
is perhaps a concentrating process 
which has been invented by two Eng- 
lish chemists—Kent Smith and H. B. 
Rolfe—whereby the radium contain- 
ing residues can be reduced in bulk 
so that about 95 per cént. of the ma- 
terial is discarded.

Thencerorth 
the consecrated are no longer count- 
ed as human beings, but as New 
Creatures in Christ. This burial of 
the will into the Divine will is in- 
Stantly followed by the begetting to 
newhess of life—to a new nature.

| The Pastor then showed that the 





Next the Pastor discussed water 
baptism. Reviewing the various 
theorics of the different denomina- 


tions, he explained wherein these arc. 
not in harmony with Scripture. 
Neither sprinkling nor nouring could 
in any way be considered a picture 
death and burial. He called at- 
tention to tne fact that the Greek 
word baptizo signifies immersing, 
covering, plunging; and that wholly 
different words are used in the Greek 
when sprinkling, pouriny or rainine 
is meant. The speaker so pully 
treated the subject as to leave no 
doubt that immersion is the Scrip- 
tural form of ba®*tism. 

The Pastor then discussed im- 
mersion as set forth by the Baptists 
and the Disciples. Loth denorina- 
tions have the right form: but the 
Disciples preach the baptism taught 
by John the Baptist, not baptism 
into Christ; and the Baptists empha- 
size the symbol rather thang¢the 
reality — consecration unto death.

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, Jesus. 
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is the Scriptural form of| baptism, 
the Pastor next considered the sub- 
ject as presented in Romans 6. 
There the Apostle sets forth the 
deep significance of burial with 
From the moment of conse- 
cration the Christian should walk in 
newness of life, and his daily course 


should be altogether different from 


that of the world. 

The Pastor then explained this 
walking in newness of life. To the 
Christian, ‘Old things have passed 
away’’—old hopes, ambitions, mo- 
tives, etc. These have gtven place 
to new hopes, higher ambitions, bet- 
ter motives. To these the first gen- 
eral Law is given—the Golden Rule. 
To be the Lord’s representative, 
every Christian must love his neigh- 
bor as himself—must deal with him 
as he would have that neighbor deal 
with him. 


How the Christian Fulfils the Law. 


The Pastor showed that God has 
made a provision for the Church 
which He did not make for the Jews. 
Israel had a typical mediator, who 
could not offer real atonement for 
their weaknesses and have them 
judged according to

them, as the Apostle declares. 

But in bis consecration vow, the 
Christian agreed to do much more 
than merély keep the Golden Rule. 
He has covenanted to give up all of 
his earthly interests to do the Divine 
will and to drink the cup which the 
Father pougs for all of Jesus’ {oot- 
step followers. He must accept 
whatever the Father permits to come 
to him; he neither pours his own 
cup nor buries himself.
